DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 39-50, 52-59, 63-81 and 84-87 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art of record does not teach the claimed process of making a coated 
article comprising the steps of: providing an article with fined but unpolished main face; 
providing a mold part having an internal and external surface; depositing on the main 
face of said article or internal surface of mold a liquid curable coating composition; 
moving and pressing the article and mold part together to bring the article or mold Into 
contact with the coating composition wherein the exerted pressure is 1 0kPA to 350kPa; 
and then curing and recovering the mold having a surface corresponding to a polished 
state and having a single monolayer coating with a thickness of less than 5 microns. 
The prior art of Gupta, Dawson and Jiang fail to teach the combination of pressing at 
the claimed pressure coupled with a single monolayer coating of less than 5mlcrons to 
produce a coated article which does not exhibit fining lines.
